THE CLOUL IN THE. NORTH. 
_ -- . 

There can, unfortunately, be no doubt 
‘that the situation in the Far East is one of 
extreme danger. The clouds which have 
overhung Russia and Japan have darkened 
with unexpected ‘suddenness, and the same 
electric condition of the political atmosphere 
prevails as has preceded all the great wars of 
later days... From England we-have the news 
that the outlouk is regarded as the gloomiest 
and that Eastern stocks are steadily falling. 
The mere fact of this decline in bonds suffices 
to indicate that the outlook is viewed with 
apprehension, but whether there will be ai 
outbreak of hostilities. in the near future, 
with its train of vast international complica: 
tions, none of us can tell. On the one 
side stands a huge, silent force, spreading 
itself outward along the lines of expansion 
decided upon hundreds of years ago; on the 
other reposes forty-five “millions of small, 
proud people whosc ' vital interests seem 
threatened here and now. Japan knows 
well enough that she cannot afford to wait. 
Strategically, the blow must be’ struck now 
or never, At the moment Russia's ‘atten- 
tion is still divided, the advantages of her 
new Siberian line of communication have 
not been completely utilized, and the mo- 
mentum of Muscovite size and unity has 
not yet fully gatheréd force in Korea. The 
telegrams which we publish from time to 
time reveal a tension which is strained al- 
most to breaking point, and diplomats the 
world. over, while ,awaiting developments 


with the keenest, interest, are not san- 


guine -of their success, because Mey ears’ 
unable to see what terms are possible, un- 
less one nation distinctly surrenders. Mean- 
while, events have gradually been taking 
an unexpected turn, the Japanese having |: 
grown anxious concerning: the loyalty of 
Great Britain to her young ally.’ ‘They seem 
to think that ‘England entered into an alli- 
ance with Japan expecting that its. procla- 


mation would result in Russia withdrawing. 


from Manchuria, and, therefore, regarding 
war as a faint possibility. Russia re: 
fused to retire, and now, England, it. is 
surmised, fearing that she may be drawn 
war into through’ the alliance, is exert 
ing ‘her, ‘influence as an ‘ally’ to induce 
Japan to recognize what Lord Cranbotne 
called “ Russia’s rather specini position in 
Manchuria.”. Mr. Balfour's exhortation to 
Japan to make moderaté demands -is also 
considered helpful to Russia in the negotia- 
tions by notifying her that England’s sup- 
port of Japan is, Jukewarm, As was re- 
cently pointed out in our columns, the 


’ | conditions precedent to the operation of the 


Anglo-Japanese Alliance are (1) that Japan 
should be ‘threatened by the aggressive 
action” of Russia, and the latter is naturally 
careful to take'no step which could. rightly 
be so regarded ; and (2) that'some “.other 
Power or Powers should join in hostilities” 
against her, and Russia will not ask France 
‘to do this; nor would France do it if asked. 
According to the ‘Avvol Arai the almost 
universal desire for peace among the French 
people will lead her rather to hold aloof if 
Russia engaged in war. ‘In the event of 
_| complications in Europe. the case would be 
different, as then an opportunity would be 


-afforded her of healing the wounds received at 


Alsace and Lorraine. French financiers do 
not hesitate to say that their interests would 
be serioutly involved by any rupture of the 
peace of the Far East, and that in such case 
Russia must rely upon her own resources 
and’ not’ Upon assistance from France. We 
shall of course bear this in mind should we 
be forced into: hostilities out here. The 
only thing we.do not quite understand is the: 
suddenness and rapidity with .which the 
Anglo-French rapprochement has taken 
».and we can only infer from this that 
France counts upon it as a check to prevent 
Russia embarking ’on hostilities out here. 
From our’ own~ personal intercourse with 
French officers in. the: Far: East. it is easy | 


of ‘hy: kind premiss.on of “Major Radcliffe’ and 


the Far East German policy wouldbet towatch, 
the combatants exhaust themselves, when: i 
would step in’ and secure as mucl spoil as’ 
possible: What dre her interes 
ready? It‘ may not .be without 


readers to learn that, according “to recent? ‘ 
roughly compiled statistics there are. at];

In Shanghai, German competition is still 
keener, some 68 firms doing businggs there, 
and their total turn-over is reckoned: at some 
22% of Shanghai’s total trade.’ (It' is as 
well ‘to bring these figures to the fore 
occasionally’ just to see how we! étand. 
We see, therefore, that Germany has already 
had a very ‘fair share of the crumbs from 
every man’s table, and is not ‘likely, to join: 
her mailed fist to. the greasy paw of the Bear 
on the eve of putting her over-sea ambi- 
tions into practice. It will be ‘agreed 
that Japan's isa hard case, and that deep 
sympathy with her should be the sentiment 
of all her friends. While it is not our ‘uty to 
take the lead it surely devolves upda us ‘to 
associate ourselves with any diplomatic 
movement offering a, serious prospect of 
relieving the situation, and Great Britain 
should Iet it-he known that, whatever’ ‘gynical 
considerations may govern others, gland 
is, at any rate, prepared to stand bythe 
ally in the hour ‘of. need, and: give: every 
ounce ‘of moral support ‘during. the trying 
time through which the Kingdom of the 
Mikado is at present passing.

» Canton dispatches state that a large body of 
Sanho Hui, or Triad Society men, has suddenly 
appeared in Leichow prefecture, Kwangtung- 
province, with the object of making that region 


‘their headquarters to which members of the 


society can flock, There are said to be'nearly 


2,000 of these Sanho Hui already in Leickow 


and, more are flocking daily to the soc‘ety’s 
standard. The Sanho Hui is an offshoot of the 
Taiping rebellion whose members have swomn 
to oust the Manchus and are spread about 
throughout the provinces of Kwangtung, 
Kwangsi, Yunnan, Kweichow and Fukien.
